Several Small Riota Took Place Tues- 
day Which la Believed to 

Only a Foretaste of What 
Is To Come. 

Chicago, July 27. — The aympathetio 
Btrlke at the stocIcyardB was complete 

Wednet;<lay morning. The belated 
sanction ot the teamsters joining their 
brother workmen in the general strike 
waa given Tueaday night by the offl* 
cert ot the International Teamatera' 
union, and the 700 drivers employed 
In the packing industry in Chicago 
quit work. Nearly 100 of these men 
Htnick Tuesday of their own volition, 
refusing to wait for an offlcial order 
notifying them that the aympathetio 
strike was indoraed. With the union 
teamsters out every union organiza- 
tion represented In the Chicago pack- 
ing plants Is on strike. Tin- ti'anistors 
organization Is considered one of the 
most important organisations in the. 
present controversy and all along was 
mainly depended on to bring success 
to the strikers. 

The f;rt'atcr portion of the freph 
meats di.sposed of to the local trade is 
hauled in wagons to tbe down-town 
district by these teamsters. With the 
men on strike and no union men in 
their places rioting is almost sure to 
follow and a duplication of the riots 
which took place in 1902 during the 
packing house teamsters' strila- are 
looked for as soon as tbe packers at- 
tempt to deliver their products with 
non-union help. 

Riots by the unionists and their 
friends in the stockyards district on 
Tuesday night resulted in the shoot- 
ing of one man and the beating of 
another into inaenaibility, while a 
third waa severely cut and bruised. 
This is believed- by the police to be 
but a foretaste of what is to come, 
now that the teamsters have joined 
issues with the other union workmen. 

A peculiar situation growing out of 
the strike of waitresses in tbe pack- 
ing house restaurants eama to Hght 
at the Swift plant, when Swift's wai- 
tresses struck some of tbe stenog- 
raphers in the general offices offered 
to do the work and when the super- 
intendent tried to reinforce these by 
aaking othera to help, 60 women sten- 
ographers walked out of the building 
Id jmper. 

l^ittle if any advantage was gained 
by either side in the stockyards strike 
Tuesday and there is no hope of any 
immediate settlement of tbe difUculty. 
Realising that they have one ot the 
hardest propositions to contend with 
in the history of the packing Indus- 
try, the packers are leaving nothing 
iiiidone to gain the upper hand in the 
struggle with their 30,000 union em- 
ployes who are on strike. AH day long 
workmen from outside points were 
rushed to Chicago and taken to the 
stockyards, under police protection, to 
tin the places of the strikers. Tues- 
day night it was announced by the 
packers that 7,000 now men were now 
Installed in the different plants at the 
8t9ckyards. With theae men and with 
the new arrivals that are expected 
each day, the packers expect to get 
their affairs in .sucli si;ape that the 
strikers will be coniF)eIled to se.-lv a 
truce in the hostilities and seek a 
peaceable settlemmit at the dietatlon 
of the employtrs. 

It waa also stated here Tuesday 
Might that Officers of the International 
Teamsters' union has issued orders 
calling out all teamsters in tbe em- 
ploy of the big packing plants at Kan- 
aaa City, St. Loula and Boston. 

The union liva stock handlers de- 
cided late Tuesday night to return to 
work at the stockyards in sufficient 
numbera to handle all live stock 
bought by the independent paclMN. 

Foreign Miners Leave. 
Little Rock. Ark.. July 27.— A spe- 
sial from Spadra, a eoal mining town 
between Little Rock and Fort Smith, 
says that a general migration of Ital- 
ians and Greeks, brought there by the 
mine owners, to take i»trikers places, 
took plaee Tuesday.

Che Foo, July 27.— A Junk, bringing 
Chinese refugees from Port Arthur, 

h:\^ just arrived here. The Chinese 
reiHJit that when they left Port Ar- 
thur, July 22, heavy fighting was go- 
ing on both on land and aea. They 
were unable to give any details. They 
report that the Japanese hava iMSTlly 
fortified Sanchinpo hill, 

St. Petersburg, July 27.— A rumor is 
current here that Gen. Samsonoff was 
severely wounded during the fighting 
at Ta Tche Kiao. 

Tokio, Jply 27.— The Chinese flag 
Is flying over tha customs house at 
New Chwang. It Is reijorted that the 
Japanese took the Russian position at 
Ta Tehekio" Monday night at the point 
of the bayonet. 

Berlin, July 27.— A correspondent of 
the Lokal Anzeiger, who was an eye- 
witness of the fighting near Ta Tche 
Kiao. telegraphs from Liao Yang, un- 
der Tuesday's date that the Japaii« sp 
unexpectedly opened a cannonade on 
the evening of July 23 and adds that 
the artillerr battle was continued Sun- 
day and lasted 24 hours. The Russian 
batteries, continues th^ correspondent, 
were served better than tliose of the 
.Japanese. The Russians niaii<' a fierce 
bayonet attack and retained their po- 
sltlons at nightfall, but were unex- 
pectedly ordered to retire during tbe 
night. In the morning of July 25 they 
evacuated the railroad station at Ta 
Tche Kiao. <'arrying off the movables 
and I'.inunf,' the bulk of their supplies. 
When the correspondent left Ta Tche 
Kiao on the las» train at 10 in the 
morning, the Russians' rear guard was 
still holding Ta Tche Kiao. 

SINKING OP ENOLISH SHIP. 

The British Government Is Taking En- 
ergetle Action In tha Caao. 

London, July 27.— The British gov- 
ernment Is taking cnerp( tic action in 
the case of the sinking of the British 
steamer Knight Commander by the 
Vladivostok squadron. All informa- 
tion received by the government tends 
to establish in the official mind a be- 
lief that an outrage has been commit- 
ted for which no excuse exists in in- 
ternal ional law. Those aware of the 
fi. lilies of the ministry said T\ies(lay 
night that all the members of the cabi- 
net are In accord regarding the princi- 
ples of tbe inviolability of innocent 
neutral shipping as well as upon the 
I)rinciple that a neutral ship can not 
l)e destroyed even if carrying contra- 
! band of war. 

The demands which will be made on 
the Russian government will include 
compensation to the ownera of the 
ship and to the owners of the goods 
on board the Knight Coininander. an 
apology for the action of llie Russian 
cruisers an<i an agreenu iit that iu- 
Btnictions be given which will prevent 
a repetition of such action.

Denver, Col., July 27,— Gov. Pea body 
Tuesday* issued a pr(>clamation call- 
ing off military rule in 'I'elU r county 
and placing the Cripple Creek district 
in charge of the civil authorities. 

Thia action waa taken by the gov- 
emor in faoa of opposition ftom many 
influential dtizens of Cripple Creek, 
who desire to prevent deported union 
miners from returning to the district. 
Before Issuing his order, however, the 
governor received assurances from. 
Sheriff Edward Bell that his foreaa 
were able to control the situation. ^

The hurley trade of Cincinnati is await- 
ing with interest tbe developments of 
this fall's campaign. Soiling conditions 
are contiaiially changing, and this year 
promises to be no exception to the rule. 

During last winter aod spring the Con- 
tinental Tobacco Company had buyers 
located in twe«ty-two diderent, points 
throogfaoat the burley district, and by 
means of these 8(r»nt8 they were enabled 
to successfully engineer the roup of laat 
spring. A considerable quintity of bur- 
ley bad been bought from tiie growers, 
and only when tbe buyicK became urgent 
did tbe market feel tbe eBeci-i Tbe ef- 
fects at the present time are apparent, as 
the total oiTeringa of bnrley on the Cin- 
cinnati market a'e only about half what 
they were last year. Part of the decrease 
ia due to tbe short crop, but tbe greater 
part is due to tbe fact that tbe Conti- 
nental purchased from first hands, and 
thus diverted the tobacco from Itl Ntu> 
lar channel. 

It is understood taat tl.[s aaett.o i wi.l 
be continued, but on an enlarged scale 
Additional men are now being engaged, 
and it is said that ten or a dozen more 
will he plai ts ^ ;:, as many points. 

What this aieans can readily be seen. 
If thirty or tbirty-flve men are constantly 
employed, an enormous amount ( f tnhac 
CO will be purciiased, wbicb will never 
reach competitive markets. 

Tbe trade is alive to the situation, ard 
tobacco will not go begging thi-< fall. No 
one will be caught napping, and no such 
phenomenal rise will be poNible as oc- 
curred thia spring.
